Following a favorable. report from the 
committee on public improvements, as pre- 
dicted by Chairman Geraghty in the Post- 
Dispatch Friday; the House of Delegates 
passed the World's Fair park site bill by 
an overwhelming majority.

They were invited to the floor of the 
Ilouse by Speaker Cronin. 

Former Mayor Ziegenhein, who led the 
opposition to the bill at the public hear- 
ing, was not present. 

The meeting of Mr. Geraghty’s commit- 
tee, which preceded that of the House, 
was attended by Speaker Cronin, who 
urged immediate action on the bill. His ad- 
Vice was not needed, however,-.as the 
members had already decided that the pass- 
age of the bill was demanded by public 
sentiment. 

Passage of Bill 
Greeted With Cheers. 

The announement that the bill had passed 

was greeted with cheers from the specta- 


| tors on the floor of the House and in the 
| galleries, and the 


members who voted 
for it were warmly congratulated after 
the meeting. 

The bill will be signed next Tuesday 
afternoon by President Hornsby of the 
Councll, and Speaker Cronin, after which 
it will go to Mayor Wells for his ap- 
proval. 

It will become a law 10 days after the 
mayor shall have signed it, in case he 
shall decide to do so. \

It authorizes the directors of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition to use either 
O'Fallon, Carondelet or that portion of 
Forest Park lying west of the Grand Con- 
eourse, Post-Dispatch Lake and the Lin- 
dell Pavilior, as a site for the Worid’s 
Fair.

INVENTORY OF HIS ESTATE 


| Pioneer Dentist Had the Finest Den- 
tal Laboratory in the World and 
Owned Many Diamonds. 


When an impecunious patient paid the 
late Dr. H. J. McKellop for professional 
services with 100 shares of Granite Mountain 
mining stock, quoted at six cents a share, 
with no bids, he practically caused a re- 
duction of almost $100,000 in the value of the 
estate left by the well known dentist. An 
inventory of the estate, which was filed in 
the Probate Court Saturday tells the story. 

Dr. McKellops thought he was doing’ his 
patient a favor in accepting the stock, 
which was practically worthless at the 
time. Soon after Granite Mountain became 
a bonanza and Dr. McKellops’ 100 shares 
climbed until he realized a handsome sum. 

Friends of Dr. MckKeliops say that his in- 
terest in mining was aroused to such an 
*xtent by this venture in Granite Moun- 
tain that he invested heavily in various 
mines from that time until it became ev!i- 
dent a few years ago that there was imuore to 
be lost than won in such speculation. 

Dr. McKellops did not stop, however, un- 
til he had mining stocks representing $98, (0. 
They are part of the estate which he le ft. 
but in the inventory they are list>2 as 
worthless. 

The inventory is interesting further as 
showing the cifentele of Dr. M.Kellops 
among the leading families of St. Louls, a3 
well as for some of the articles lisied It 
shows that exclusive of the worthless min- 
ing stocks the estate amounted to 924,03J 71. 

Dr. McKellops was the owner of the finest 
dental library in the world. The only col- 
lection of books devoted exclusively to den- 
tistry which approaches it in completeness 
is that of the Odontological Society of Lon- 
don. In the inventory the library is ap- 
praised at $3000, but this represents only its 
intrinsic value, the collection being such as 

would be difficult of reproduction at many 
Mente that figure. 

He also possessed the most extensive col- 
lection of dental instruments and labora- 
tory tools in the United States. These are 
listed at $2000. I'nder Dr. McKellops’ will 
they go to his eldest son, Dr. Harry Mckel- 
lops of San Francisco. 

Diamonds had an attraction for Dr. Me- 
Kellops, which he found it difficult to re- 
fist. In the personal property included in 
the inventory are a handsome diamond 
cross of seven stones. which he invariably 
wore in his shirt front: diamond cuff but- 
tons, a diamond collar button and a three- 
stone diamond ring. A pair of gold sus- 
pender buckles is included. 

Accounts against &7 patients, amounting 
to $4102.41.-are listed. In the list are mem- 
bers of the most prominent families in St. 
Louis, the accounts ranging from $1 to $320.
